WHAT ARE YOU TRYING TO PUT FORTH IN YOUR LYRICS? 

RAYs The whole thing with our lyrics, which 
I'm going to start saying at shows is 
that we're not just a regular band. Alot 
of bands have 4 or 5 people in them and 
know how to play their instruments, and 
they're friends, some friends - some bands 
there friends, some bands just play to¬ 
gether, but our band is more like a family 
of people, like when people ask me I say 
we're a family cause there's alot of peo¬ 
ple behind our band, you just see the 5 
people on stage, but there are so many 
people that help the band.

RAY: Well a couple of guys in the band are 
straight edge but I really try to stay 
away from being labled. Something, you 
know like I'm a skin head and somebody 
else in the band may not be and some guys 
in the band may be straight edge and one 
guy may not be, so you gotta get away from 
being labled as anything. I mean, I'm 
into being straight edge cause of my health. 
Alot of us almost got killed doing alot 
of messed up stuff a couple of years ago.

Most of the time I try to 
ail ways go into the audience. That is 
the one thing that gives me the biggest 
high, to be able to be in the crowd - to 
be part of the people. Because there 


was one time when I wasn't in a band and 
I was in the scene looking up at the band- 
you know years ago. So people forget they 
used to be the crowd looking up at the 
band or whatever, and then when they do 
get on that stage their attitudes changes 
and they're like "now we're on stage look¬ 
ing down at the people on the floor", our 
hyp on stage is that we're trying to keep 
our minds down on the floor with everybody 
else. So that is that is the best hyp 
you can have. 

IS THE LOWER EAST SIDE CREW 7 INCH YOUR ONLY 

RECORDED STUFF? ARE YOU ON ANY COMPS? 

RAY: No, we've been offered alot to go on 

compulations, I'm not going to say who 
or what, but I avoid doing because there 
is good and bad things about a compulation. 
You can go on a compulation and it is good 
publicity for your band, but at the same 
time we're really kind of picky of who we 
play with and they will put you on a comp 
with a band that has a messed up attitude 
and their views of life are all screwed 
up, and you can't do anything about it. 

So we sort of stay away from compulations. 
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WHERE DO YOU THINK HARDCORE IS GOING, AND DO 

YOU THINK THERE WILL ALWAYS BE SOME SORT OF 

UNDERGROUND MUSIC? 

RAY: Well it really depends upon, not of what 
I think but what the kids do. Like, if 
bands sign to big labels and if kids go 
see bands that sign to big labels, then 
they're going to promote those kinds of 
bands and the record companies will sign 
more bands like that. So where the hard¬ 
core scene goes is how the kids react. 

Alot of kids say "well I hate bands that 
sign to big labels" but then bands sign 
with big labels and they still go see 
those bands. It kind of detoriorats 
what your trying to do. 

CAN YOU EXPLAIN THE SONG "UNDER 18"? 

RAY: I wrote that song about our old guitarest 

in our band, Todd. He went to reform 
school for 9 months and his only trip was 
that he was only doing what he wanted to 
and his parents, they were like rich, high 
class parents and they couldn't understand, 
they were back in the 19th century, they 
couldn't understand where his head was 
from. So I wrote it in the sense of alot 
of kids, well when I was young I went to 
reform school too. Alot of kids get 
caught in that trap where your parents 
don't understand you and some kids get 
away from it by running away and the parents 
don't give a shit about them and some 
parents catch up with them and put them in 
reform school. So, "Under 18" is about 
what ix says being underage and having the 
law of society get you because you can't 
speak your mind. 

HOW DO YOU THINK VAR ZONE IS GOING TO PROGRESS 

IN THE FUTURE? 

RAY: That word "progress" really screws ray 

head up. Because I know alot of bands who 
progressed and they went into new wave 
and heavy metal and that is progression for 
them, that's doing better as far as music 
goes I wouldn't say we're going to progress 
like maybe in our heads, our minds, and 


our hearts we'll progress as being aware 
what's going on around us. How can you 
progress in your music, I mean we'll get 
better like I said on the record"Hardcore" 
is a movement, not a business". The whole 

thing goes back to that oeople leave the 
Hardcore music just to make that extra 
money and that's orogression to them. 

I think we'll stay a hard sound. Alot 
of people, they do whatever you say too, 
but we got to play what the kids want, 
what the scene wants, you got to do what 
YOU want, it just happens to be what we 
play is where our hearts are, Hardcore, 
so that's where we'll stay.
